Most Disabling Disease 


Nearly one-fourth of the 
applicants approved for aid 
to the permanently and 
totally disabled in 1964-65 
were suffering from heart 
disease (with or without 
hypertension), This im- 
pairment disabled by 
far the largest number, 
Pensions and _ Security 
Commissioner Ruben K, 
King told Governor Wallace 
recently in a _ special 
report.

Diseases of the heart 
and blood vessels were re- 
sponsible for 15,714 of 31,- 
330 deaths in Alabama dur- 
ing the last calendar year 
for which statistics are a- 
vailable, it was disclosed 
recently by Mr. Arthur 
Tonsmiere, Mobile, State 
Chairman of the 1966 Heart 
Fund Campaign, This was 
50.1 percent of the total 
of all deaths, he said, and 
compares with a current 
national toll of 54 percent 
attributable to these di- 
seases. The Heart Fund 
will begin its campaign on 
February lst and will con- 
tinue through the entire 
month of February, Nation- 
al Heart Month, 

“Nationally,’’ said Mr.

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New Farm Feed Grain 


Applications Must Be Filed 
By February 15 


Any farmer who does 
not have a Feed Grain Base 
and desires one for his 
farm for 1966 must apply 
on Form MQ-25 at the 
Coffee County ASCS Office 


by February 15, 1966, 
Farmers who receive new 
farm bases are not eli- 


gible to participate in the 
Feed Grain Program, but 
will qualify for payment on 
other farms by planting 
within the new farm base, 

In order to qualify for a 
new farm base all the fol- 
lowing requirements must 
be met; 

(1) Each request must be 
signed by the person mak- 
ing the request, 

(2) Each request must be 
filed on Form Q-25 in the 
County ASCS Office, 

(3) The owner nor the 
Operator must not own or 
operate another farm which 
qualifies for an old farm 
feed grain base or for which 
a new farm application 
is filed, 

(4) There must be suit- 
able land available for the 
production of the food grain 
for which a hbase is re- 
quested and the continuous 
production of such: feed 
grain will not result in an 
undue erosion hazard, 

(5) The operator has 
adequate equipment and 
other facilities for the suc- 
cessful production of the 
feed grain base onthe farm, 

(6) The operator expects 


February 15 Last 
Day For Cotton 
Applications 


Any Coffee County 
farmer who has a farm on 
which there is no 1966 cot- 
ton acreage allotment es- 
tablished may file appli- 
cation for a cotton a!lot- 
ment if all of the following 
conditions can be met; 

(1) The application must 
be filed in writing on Form 
MQ-25 for a new cotton 
farm allotment by not later 
than February 15, 1965, 

(2) The owner or oper- 
ator of the farm must not 
Own Or Operate any other 
cotton farm in the United 
States. 

(3) The operator expects 
to obtain during the current 
year more than 50 percent 
of his income from the 
production of agricultura) 
products from the farm for 
which the new farm allot- 
ment application is filed.

Where Fire Is Concerned 


A rat is cautious after 
he’s had his tail clipped 
in a rat trap. So is a tim- 
ber man after he’s been 
burned out. 

In the case of Spurgeon 
Grimes of Elba Route 2, 
caution wasn’t ignored the 
first time, but fire got into 
his trees just the same. 
He’ll quickly tell you he’s 
more cautious now than be- 
/fore. 

The retired Elba farmer 
has 105 acres of pine trees 
and 12-foot fire lanes are 
cut through the entire acre- 
age. A high wind caused fire 
to jump one of his lanes 
a few years ago and he lost 
a sizable amount of timber. 

“Tt just goes to prove 
that fire lanes aren’t fool- 
proof,’ said Grimes. 
‘However, they are a big 
help. It takes a pretty stiff 
wind to shoot fire across 
a 12-foot lane. 

. “It'd be like hitching up 
a wild horse without a brid- 
le,’’ grinned Grimes, ‘‘to 
try to grow trees without 
fire lanes.”’

This week the Social 
Security Administration 
mailed out over a million 
reminder letters to social 
security beneficiaries who 
have not signed up for the 
supplementary medical in- 
surance part of Medicare, 

Medicare kits, including 
an enrollment card for the 
medical insurance plan, 
were sent during the fallto 
the 15-1/2 million social 
security and railroad re- 
tirement beneficiaries 65 
or over, About two-thirds 
of these people have sent 
back their cards, and 90 
percent have checked 
“‘Yes’’ for medical insur- 
ance under Medicare, 

“In| Alabama, 210,683 
people received Medicare 
kits and enrollment cards 
last fall,’’ Harry N, Scott, 
social security district 
manager in Dothan, said 
today. ‘“‘As of the first 
week in January, 110,954 
had signed up for the sup- 
plementary medical insur- 
ance plan,”’ 

‘‘Many of the people who 
have not signed up may not 
understand how the plan 
will work and what it 
offers,’’ he added. ‘‘The 
letter going out from social] 
security headquarters in 
Baltimore, Maryland, this 
week should answer some 
tT their questions.’’ 

Enclosed with this sec- 


ond letter is another en- 
rollment card in case they 
lost the first one or sent 
it in marked ‘‘No’’ and have 


since changed their minds. 


wait two years before their

The supplementary 
medical insurance plan,’’
